AN ACT Relating to commute trip reduction prograns for students at
public institutions of higher education; anending RCW 70.94.524,
70.94.527, 70.94.528, 70.94.531, 70.94.534, 70.94.537, 70.94.541,
70.94.547, and 70.94.551; adding a new section to chapter 70.94 RCW
creating a new section; and maki ng an appropriation.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. The legislature finds that it is in the
interests of our state to extend the commute trip reduction programto
i ncl ude not only enpl oyees, but also students from public institutions
of higher education. Traffic congestion is a serious problem that
affects the health and safety of everyone in the state. Therefore, the
inclusion of students in the commute trip reduction prograns that
public universities are already operating for their enpl oyees woul d be
greatly beneficial in reaching this state's existing policy goals of
reducing traffic and inproving environnental quality.

Sec. 2. RCW 70. 94. 524 and 2006 ¢ 329 s 1 are each anended to read
as foll ows:
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Unl ess the context clearly requires otherwise, the definitions in
this section apply throughout this chapter.

(1) "A mjor enployer”™ neans a private or public enployer,
including state agencies, that enploys one hundred or nore full-tinme
enpl oyees at a single worksite who begin their regular work day between
6:00 am and 9:00 a.m on weekdays for at |east twelve continuous
nmont hs during the year.

(2) "Major worksite" nmeans a building or group of buildings that
are on physically contiguous parcels of |land or on parcels separated
solely by private or public roadways or rights of way, and at which
there are: (a) One hundred or nore full-tine enployees, who begin
their regular work day between 6:00 a.m and 9:00 a.m on weekdays, for
at | east twelve continuous nonths; or (b) one hundred or nore students,
who attend courses or activities required by a public institution of
hi gher education, between 6:00 a.m and 9:00 a.m on weekdays, for at
| east two continuous nonths.

(3) "Major enploynent installation” nmeans a mlitary base or
federal reservation, excluding tribal reservations, at which there are
one hundred or nore full-time enployees, who begin their regular
wor kday between 6:00 a.m and 9:00 a.m on weekdays, for at |[east
twel ve conti nuous nonths during the year.

(4) "Person hours of delay" neans the daily person hours of del ay
per mle in the peak period of 6:00 aam to 9:00 a.m, as calcul ated
using the Dbest avail able nethodology by the departnent of
transportation.

(5 "Conmmute trip" neans trips nade from a worker's honme to a
worksite or a student's hone to a public institution of higher
education during the peak period of 6:00 a.m to 9:00 a.m on weekdays.

(6) "Proportion of single-occupant vehicle commute trips" neans the
nunmber of commute trips made by singl e-occupant autonobiles divided by
the nunber of full-tinme enpl oyees.

(7) "Commute trip vehicle mles traveled per enployee" neans the
sum of the individual vehicle comute trip lengths in mles over a set
peri od di vided by the nunber of full-tine enployees during that period.

(8) "Conmmute trip vehicle mles traveled per student” neans the sum
of the individual vehicle comute trip lengths in mles over a set
period divided by the nunber of students during that period.

(9) "Base year" neans the twelve-nonth period comenci ng when a
maj or enployer is determned to be participating by the |1ocal
jurisdiction, on which commute trip reduction goals shall be based.

((69Y)) (10) "Gowh and transportation efficiency center” neans a
defined, conpact, m xed-use urban area that contains jobs or housing
and supports nultiple nodes of transportation. For the purpose of
funding, a growh and transportation efficiency center nust neet
mnimumcriteria established by the commute trip reduction board under
RCW 70.94.537, and mnust be certified by a regional transportation
pl anni ng organi zati on as established in RCW47. 80. 020.

((28y)) (11)(a) "Affected urban grow h area" neans:

(i) An urban growh area, designated pursuant to RCW 36. 70A 110,
whose boundaries contain a state highway segnment exceeding the one
hundred person hours of delay threshold cal cul ated by the departnent of
transportation, and any conti guous urban growh areas; and

(i1) An urban growth area, designated pursuant to RCW 36. 70A. 110,
containing a jurisdiction with a popul ati on over seventy thousand that
adopted a commute trip reduction ordinance before the year 2000, and
any contiguous urban growh areas.

(b) Affected urban growh areas wll be |isted by the departnent of
transportation in the rules for chapter 329, Laws of 2006 using the
criteria identified in (a) of this subsection.

((+)) (12) "Certification" nmeans a determ nation by a regi onal
transportation planning organization that a |locally designated growth
and transportation efficiency center programneets the mnimumcriteria
devel oped in a coll aborative regional process and the rul es established
by the departnent of transportation.

(13) "Public institution" or "public institution of higher
education” neans any single canpus location of a public four-year
university or college, operated by the state of Washington or any
political subdivision of the state that has nore than one hundred
students at that single canpus |ocation, who begin classes between 6:00
a.m and 9:00 a.m on weekdays for at least two continuous nonths.

(14) "Student"” neans an individual currently enrolled in a public
institution of higher education, as defined in this section, at |east
hal f-tine.
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Sec. 3. RCW70.94.527 and 2006 ¢ 329 s 2 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) Each county containing an wurban growh area, designated
pursuant to RCW 36. 70A. 110, and each city within an urban growth area
with a state hi ghway segnent exceedi ng the one hundred person hours of
del ay threshol d cal cul ated by the departnment of transportation, as well
as those counties and cities located in any contiguous urban growth
areas, shall adopt a commute trip reduction plan and ordi nance for
maj or enployers, as well as for a public institution and its students,
in the affected urban gromh area by a date specified by the commute
trip reduction board. Jurisdictions located within an urban growth
area with a population greater than seventy thousand that adopted a
commute trip reduction ordi nance before the year 2000, as well as any
jurisdiction within contiguous urban gromh areas, shall also adopt a
commute trip reduction plan and ordi nance for nmajor enployers, as well
as for public institutions and their students, in the affected urban
growh area by a date specified by the commute trip reduction board.
Jurisdictions containing a major enploynent installation in a county
wth an affected growh area, designated pursuant to RCW 36. 70A. 110,
shall adopt a comute trip reduction plan and ordinance for major
enpl oyers in the major enploynent installation by a date specified by
the commute trip reduction board. The ordinance shall establish the
requi rements for nmajor enployers and public institutions and provide an
appeal s process by which major enployers or public institutions, who as
a result of special characteristics of their business or ((++s))
| ocations would be unable to neet the requirenents of the ordinance,
may obtain waiver or nodification of those requirenents. The pl an
shall be designed to achieve reductions in the proportion of single-
occupant vehicle comute trips and be consistent with the rules
establi shed by the departnent of transportation. The county, city, or
town shall submt its adopted plan to the regional transportation
pl anni ng organi zati on. The county, city, or town plan shall be
included in the regional commute trip reduction plan for regional
transportation planni ng purposes, consistent with the rul es established
by the departnment of transportation in RCW 70.94. 537.

(2) Al other counties, cities, and towns may adopt and i npl enent
a comute trip reduction plan consistent wth departnent of
transportation rules established under RCW 70.94.537. Tri ba
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governnents are encouraged to adopt a conmmute trip reduction plan for
their |ands. State investnent in voluntary comrute trip reduction
pl ans shall be limted to those areas that neet criteria devel oped by
the commute trip reduction board.

(3) The departnent of ecology nmay, after consultation with the
departnent of transportation, as part of the state inplenentation plan
for areas that do not attain the national anbient air quality standards
for carbon nonoxi de or ozone, require nunicipalities other than those
identified in subsection (1) of this section to adopt and i nplenent
comute trip reduction plans if the departnent determ nes that such
pl ans are necessary for attai nnment of said standards.

(4) A commute trip reduction plan shall be consistent with the
rul es established under RCW 70.94.537 and shall include but is not
limted to (a) goals for reductions in the proportion of single-
occupant vehicle comute trips consistent with the state goals
established by the commute trip reduction board under RCW 70. 94. 537 and
the regional comute trip reduction plan goals established in the
regional commute trip reduction plan; (b) a description of the
requi renents for major public and private sector enployers, as well as
public institutions to inplenment commute trip reduction prograns; (c)
a commute trip reduction programfor enpl oyees of the county, city, or
town or students of a public institution located within the county,
city, or town; and (d) neans, consistent with rules established by the
departnment of transportation, for determ ning base year values and
progress toward neeting commute trip reduction plan goals. The plan
shall be developed in consultation with local transit agencies, the
applicable regional transportation planning organization, maj or
enpl oyers, and other interested parties. If a plan has already been
developed prior to the inclusion of public institutions of higher
education, then the plan nust be nodified to include the public
institutions. Further, the public institutions are to be consulted in
regards to such plan nodifications.

(5) The conmute trip reduction plans adopted by counties, cities,
and towns under this chapter shall be consistent with and my be
i ncorporated in applicable state or regional transportation plans and
| ocal conprehensive plans and shall be coordinated, and consistent
with, the comute trip reduction plans of counties, cities, or towns
with which the county, city, or town has, in part, comon borders or
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related regional issues. Such regional issues shall include assuring
consistency in the treatnent of enployers who have worksites subject to
the requirenents of this chapter in nore than one jurisdiction as well
as public institutions wth canpus locations subject to the
requirenents of this chapter in nore than one jurisdiction. Counties,
cities, and towns adopting commute trip reduction plans may enter into
agreenents through the interlocal cooperation act or by resolution or
ordinance as appropriate with other jurisdictions, local transit
agenci es, transportati on nmanagenent associations or other private or
nonprofit provi ders of transportation services, or regi onal
transportation planni ng organi zations to coordi nate the devel opnent and
i npl emrentation of such plans. Transit agencies shall work wth
counties, cities, and towns as a part of their six-year transit
devel opnent pl an established in RCW 35.58. 2795 to take into account the
location of major enployer or public institution worksites when
pl anning and prioritizing transit service changes or the expansion of
public transportation services, including rideshare services.
Counties, cities, or towns adopting a commute trip reduction plan shal
review it annually and revise it as necessary to be consistent with
applicable plans devel oped under RCW 36. 70A. 070. Regi onal
transportation planning organizations shall review the |ocal comute
trip reduction plans during the devel opnent and update of the regional
commute trip reduction plan.

(6) Each affected regional transportation planning organization
shall adopt a commute trip reduction plan for its region consistent
with the rules and deadline established by the departnment of
transportation under RCW 70.94.537. The plan shall include, but is not
limted to: (a) Regional programgoals for comrute trip reduction in
urban growh areas and all designated growh and transportation
efficiency centers; (b) a description of strategies for achieving the
goals; (c) a sustainable financial plan describing projected revenues
and expenditures to neet the goals; (d) a description of the way in
which progress toward neeting the goals will be neasured; and (e)
mnimumcriteria for growh and transportation efficiency centers. (i)
Regi onal transportation planning organi zations shall review proposals
from local jurisdictions to designate growh and transportation
efficiency centers and shall determ ne whether the proposed growth and
transportation efficiency center is consistent with the criteria
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defined in the regional commute trip reduction plan. (ii) Gowh and
transportation efficiency centers certified as consistent with the
mnimum requirements by the regional transportation planning
organi zation shall be identified in subsequent updates of the regional
commute trip reduction plan. These plans shall be developed in
col l aboration with all affected local jurisdictions, transit agencies,
and other interested parties within the region. The plan wll be
revi ewed and approved by ((fthe})) the comrute trip reduction board as
establ i shed under RCW 70.94.537. Regions w thout an approved regi onal
commute trip reduction plan shall not be eligible for state commte
trip reduction program funds.

The regional commute trip reduction plan shall be consistent with
and incorporated into transportation demand managenent conponents in
the regional transportation plan as required by RCW47.80. 030.

(7) Each regional transportation planning organi zation i npl enmenting
a regional commute trip reduction program shall, consistent with the
rules and deadline established by the departnent of transportation,
submt its plan as well as any related |ocal comute trip reduction
plans and certified growmh and transportation efficiency center
progranms, to the comrute trip reduction board established under RCW
70.94.537. The commute trip reduction board shall review the regional
commute trip reduction plan and the |ocal commute trip reduction plans.
The regional transportation planning organization shall collaborate
with the commute trip reduction board to evaluate the consistency of
| ocal commute trip reduction plans with the regional comute trip
reduction plan. Local and regional plans nust be approved by the
commute trip reduction board in order to be eligible for state funding
provi ded for the purposes of this chapter.

(8) Each regional transportation planning organi zation inpl enmenting
a regional comute trip reduction program shall submt an annual
progress report to the commute trip reduction board established under
RCW 70.94. 537. The report shall be due at the end of each state fiscal
year for which the program has been inpl enented. The report shall
describe progress in attaining the applicable commute trip reduction
goal s and shall highlight any problens being encountered in achieving
the goals. The information shall be reported in a form established by
the commute trip reduction board.
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(9) Any waivers or nodifications of the requirenents of a comute
trip reduction plan granted by a jurisdiction shall be submtted for
review to the commute trip reduction board established under RCW
70.94.537. The conmmute trip reduction board may not deny the granting
of a waiver or nodification of the requirenents of a comute trip
reduction plan by a jurisdiction but they may notify the jurisdiction
of any comments or objections.

(10) Plans inplenmented under this section shall not apply to
comute trips for seasonal agricultural enpl oyees.

(11) Plans inplenmented under this section shall not apply to
construction worksites when the expected duration of the construction
project is less than two years.

(12) If an affected wurban growh area has not previously
i npl enented a commute trip reduction programand the state has funded
solutions to state highway deficiencies to address the area's exceedi ng
the person hours of delay threshold, the affected urban growh area
shall be exenpt from the duties of this section for a period not
exceedi ng two years.

Sec. 4. RCW70.94.528 and 2006 ¢ 329 s 4 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) A county, city, or town nmay, as part of its comute trip
reduction plan, designate existing activity centers listed in its
conprehensive plan or new activity centers as growh and transportation
efficiency centers and establish a transportation denmand managenent
programin the designated area.

(a) The transportati on demand managenent programfor the growh and
transportation efficiency center shall be developed in consultation
with local transit agencies, the applicable regional transportation
pl anni ng organi zati on, major enployers, public institutions that are a
maj or worksite wth students, and other interested parties. |f a plan
has already been developed prior to the inclusion of public
institutions of higher education, then the plan nust be nodified to
include the public institutions. Further, the public institutions are
to be consulted in regards to such plan nodifications.

(b) In order to be eligible for state funding provided for the
purposes of this section, designated growh and transportation
efficiency centers shall be certified by the applicable regional
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transportati on organization to: (1) Meet the mnimum |and use and
transportation «criteria established in «collaboration anong |[ocal
jurisdictions, transit agencies, the regional transportation planning
organi zation, and other interested parties as part of the regional
comrute trip reduction plan; and (ii) have established a transportation
demand managenent programthat includes the elenents identified in (c)
of this subsection and is consistent with the rules established by the
departnment of transportation in RCW 70.94.537(2). If a designated
gromh and transportation efficiency center is denied certification

the local jurisdiction nay appeal the decision to the conmute trip
reducti on board.

(c) Transportation demand managenent prograns for growh and
transportation efficiency centers shall include, but are not |limted
to: (i) CGoals for reductions in the proportion of single-occupant
vehicle trips that are nore aggressive than the state program goa
established by the commute trip reduction board; (ii) a sustainable
financial plan denonstrating how the program can be inplenmented to neet
state and regional trip reduction goals, indicating resources from
public and private sources that are reasonably expected to be nade
available to carry out the plan, and recommending any innovative
financing techniques consistent with chapter 47.29 RCW including
public/private partnerships, to finance needed facilities, services,
and prograns; (i) a proposed organi zational structure for
i npl ementing the program (iv) a proposal to neasure perfornmance toward
the goal and inplenmentation progress; and (v) an evaluation to which
|l ocal land use and transportation policies apply, including parking
policies and ordi nances, to determ ne the extent that they conpl enent
and support the trip reduction investnents of major enployers and
public institutions. Each of these program elenents shall be
consistent wwth the rul es established under RCW 70. 94. 537.

(d) A designated growh and transportation efficiency center shal
be consistent with the land use and transportation elenents of the
| ocal conprehensive plan.

(e) Transit agenci es, | ocal gover nnent s, and regi ona
transportation planning organizations shall identify certified growh
and transportation efficiency centers as priority areas for new service
and facility investnents in their respective investnent plans.
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(2) A county, city, or town that has established a growh and
transportation efficiency center program shall support vehicle trip

reduction activities in the designated area. The inpl enenting
jurisdiction shall adopt policies, ordinances, and funding strategies
that will lead to attai nment of programgoals in those areas.

Sec. 5. RCW70.94.531 and 2006 ¢ 329 s 5 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) State agency worksites are subject to the sane requirenents
under this section and RCW 70.94. 534 as private enpl oyers.

(2) Not nore than ninety days after the adoption of a
jurisdiction's commute trip reduction plan, each major enployer in that
jurisdiction shall perform a baseline neasurenent consistent with the
rules established by the departnent of transportation under RCW
70. 94. 537. A public institution nust also perform a baseline
neasurenent along with the following requirenents of this subsection
ninety days after a plan which includes provisions for public
institutions is adopted or ninety days after a plan has been initially
nodified to include the public institution. Not nore than ninety days
after receiving the results of the baseline neasurenent, each major
enpl oyer and public institution shall develop a comrute trip reduction
program and shall submt a description of that program to the
jurisdiction for review The program shall be inplenmented not nore
than ninety days after approval by the jurisdiction.

(3) Acommute trip reduction programof a najor enployer and public
institution shall consist of, at a mnimm (a) designation of a
transportati on coordi nator and the display of the nane, |ocation, and
t el ephone nunber of the coordinator in a promnent manner at each
affected worksite; (b) regular distribution of information to enpl oyees
regarding alternatives to single-occupant vehicle conmuting; (c) a
regul ar review of enployee commuting and reporting of progress toward
meeting the single-occupant vehicle reduction goals to the county,
city, or town consistent with the nethod established in the comute
trip reduction plan and the rules established by the departnent of
transportati on under RCW 70.94.537; and (d) inplenentation of a set of
measures designed to achieve the applicable comute trip reduction
goal s adopted by the jurisdiction. Such neasures may include but are
not limted to:
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(i) Provision of preferential parking or reduced parking charges,
or both, for high occupancy vehicles;

(1i) Instituting or increasing parking charges for single-occupant
vehi cl es;

(ti1) Provision of commuter ride matching services to facilitate
enpl oyee ridesharing for comrute trips;

(1v) Provision of subsidies for transit fares;

(v) Provision of vans for van pools;

(vi) Provision of subsidies for car pooling or van pooling;

(vii) Permtting the use of the enployer's or public institution's
vehi cles for car pooling or van pooling;

(viiti) Permtting flexible work schedules to facilitate enpl oyees
use of transit, car pools, or van pools;

(1x) Cooperation wth transportation providers to provide
addi tional regular or express service to the worksite;

(x) Construction of special |oading and unloading facilities for
transit, car pool, and van pool users;

(xi) Provision of bicycle parking facilities, |ockers, changing
areas, and showers for enployees who bicycle or wal k to work;

(xii) Provision of a program of parking incentives such as a rebate
for enpl oyees who do not use the parking facility;

(xiii) Establishnent of a programto permt enployees to work part
or full time at hone or at an alternative worksite closer to their
hones;

(xiv) Establishnent of a program of alternative work schedul es such
as conpressed work week schedul es which reduce commuting; ((and))

(xv) Inplenmentation of other neasures designed to facilitate the
use of high-occupancy vehicles such as on-site day care facilities and
energency taxi services;

(xvi) Establishnent of a programto permt students to participate
in courses at hone or at an alternative worksite closer to their hones;

an
(xvii) Establishnent of a programof alternative course schedul es,
whi ch reduce conmmuti ng.
(4) Enployers or owners of worksites may formor utilize existing
transportati on managenent associ ations or other transportation-rel ated
associations authorized by RCW 35.87A.010 to assist nenbers in

devel opi ng and i npl enenting comrute trip reduction prograns.
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(5) Enployers and public institutions shall nmake a good faith
effort towards achi evenent of the goals identified in RCW
70.94.527(4) (d).

Sec. 6. RCW70.94.534 and 2006 ¢ 329 s 6 are each anended to read
as foll ows:

(1) Each jurisdiction inplenenting a commute trip reduction plan
under this chapter or as part of a plan or ordinance devel oped under
RCW 36. 70A. 070 shall review each enployer's and public institution's
initial commute trip reduction programto determne if the programis

likely to neet the applicable commute trip reduction goals. The
enpl oyer and public institution shall be notified by the jurisdiction
of its findings. If the jurisdiction finds that the program is not
likely to neet the applicable commute trip reduction goals, the
jurisdiction will work with the enployer and public institution to
nodi fy the program as necessary. The jurisdiction shall conplete

review of each enployer's and public institution's initial commute trip
reduction programw thin ninety days of receipt.

(2) Enployers and public institutions inplenenting comute trip
reduction prograns for enployees or students are expected to undertake
good faith efforts to achieve the goals outlined in RCW 70.94.527(4).
Enpl oyers and public institutions are considered to be nmaking a good
faith effort if the follow ng conditions have been net:

(a) The enployer ((has)) and public institution have net the
m ni mum requirenments identified in RCW 70. 94. 531,

(b) The enployer ((has)) and public institution have notified the
jurisdiction of its intent to substantially change or nodify its
program and ((has)) have either received the approval of the
jurisdiction to do so or ((has)) have acknow edged that its program nay
not be approved w thout additional nodifications;

(c) The enployer ((has)) and public institution have provided
adequat e i nformati on and docunentation of inplenentation when requested
by the jurisdiction; and

(d) The enployer ((+s)) and public institution are each working
col | aboratively with ((+ts)) their jurisdiction to continue ((Hs))
their existing progranse or ((+s)) are developing and inplenenting
program nodifications likely to result in inprovenments to ((t+he)) their
respective prograns over an agreed upon |ength of tine.
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(3) Each jurisdiction shall review at |east once every two years
each enployer's and public institution's progress and good faith
efforts toward neeting the applicable commute trip reduction goals for
the enpl oyer's enployees and the public institution's students. If an
enpl oyer or a public institution nmakes a good faith effort, as defined
in this section, but is not likely to neet the applicable comute trip
reduction goals, the jurisdiction shall work coll aboratively with the
enpl oyer and collaboratively with the public institution to make
nodi fications to the comrute trip reduction prograns. Failure of an
enployer or public institution to reach the applicable conmute trip
reduction goals is not a violation of this chapter.

(4) If an enployer or a public institution fails to nake a good
faith effort and fails to neet the applicable commute trip reduction
goals, the jurisdiction shall work collaboratively with the enployer
and collaboratively wth the public institution to propose
nodi fications to the program and shall direct the enployer or public
institution to revise its program within thirty days to incorporate
t hose nodifications or nodifications which the jurisdiction determ nes
to be equival ent.

(5) Each jurisdiction inplenenting a comrute trip reduction plan
pursuant to this chapter may inpose civil penalties, in the manner
provided in chapter 7.80 RCW for failure by an enployer or public
institution to inplenment a conmute trip reduction programor to nodify
its commute trip reduction program as required in subsection (4) of
this section. ((Ne)) A mgjor enployer or public institution may not be
held liable for civil penalties for failure to reach the applicable
commute trip reduction goals. No maj or enpl oyer shall be |iable for
civil penalties under this chapter if failure to achieve a commute trip
reduction program goal was the result of an inability to reach
agreenment with a certified collective bargai ning agent under applicable
| aws where the issue was raised by the enployer and pursued in good
faith.

(6) Jurisdictions shall notify mjor enployers and public
institutions of the procedures for applying for goal nodification or
exenption from the commute trip reduction requirenments based on the
gui del i nes established by the conmute trip reduction board authorized
under RCW 70. 94. 537.
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Sec. 7. RCW70.94.537 and 2006 ¢ 329 s 7 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) ((A—stxteen)) An eighteen nenber state commute trip reduction
board is established as foll ows:

(a) The secretary of the departnent of transportation or the
secretary's desi gnee who shall serve as chair;

(b) One representative from the office of the governor or the
governor's desi gnee;

(c) The director or the director's designee of one of the follow ng
agencies, to be determ ned by the governor:

(1) Departnment of general adm nistration;

(11) Departnent of ecol ogy;

(ii1) Departnment of community, trade, and econom c devel opnent;

(d) Three representatives from cities and towns or counties
appoi nted by the governor for staggered four-year terns from a |ist
recomended by the association of Washington cities or the Washi ngton
state association of counties;

(e) Two representatives from transit agencies appointed by the
governor for staggered four-year terns froma list recomended by the
Washi ngton state transit associ ation;

(f) Two representatives fromparticipating regional transportation
pl anni ng organi zati ons appointed by the governor for staggered four-
year terns;

(g) Four representatives of enployers at or owners of ngjor
worksites in Washington, or transportation nanagenent associations,
busi ness inprovenent areas, or other transportation organizations
representi ng enpl oyers, appointed by the governor for staggered four-
year terns; ((anrd))

(h) Two citizens appointed by the governor for staggered four-year
terms; and

(i) Two representatives of public institutions of higher education

appoi nted by the governor for staggered four-year terns.

Menbers of the conmute trip reduction board shall serve w thout
conpensation but shall be reinbursed for travel expenses as provided in
RCW 43. 03. 050 and 43.03.060. Menbers appoi nted by the governor shal
be conpensated in accordance with RCW 43.03. 220. The board has al
powers necessary to carry out its duties as prescribed by this chapter.
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(2) By Mrch 1, 2007, the departnent of transportation shal
establish rules for commute trip reduction plans and inplenentation
pr ocedur es. The commute trip reduction board shall advise the
departnent on the content of the rules. The rules are intended to
ensure consistency in commute trip reduction plans and goals anong
jurisdictions while fairly taking into account differences in
enpl oynent and housi ng density, enployer size, public institution size,
existing and anticipated |levels of transit service, special enployer or
public institution circunstances, and other factors the board
determnes to be relevant. The rules shall include:

(a) Quidance criteria for growh and transportation efficiency
centers;

(b) Data neasurenent nethods and procedures for determning the
efficacy of commute trip reduction activities and progress toward
meeting commute trip reduction plan goals;

(c) Model commute trip reduction ordi nances;

(d) Methods for assuring consistency in the treatnent of: (i)
Enpl oyers who have worksites subject to the requirenents of this
chapter in nore than one jurisdiction or (ii) public institutions that
have canpus locations in nore than one jurisdiction;

(e) An appeals process by which major enployers or public
institutions, who as a result of special characteristics of their
busi ness or its locations would be unable to neet the requirenents of
a commute trip reduction plan, nmay obtain a waiver or nodification of
those requirenents and criteria for determining eligibility for waiver
or nodification;

(f) Establishnent of a process for determning the state's affected
areas, including criteria and procedures for regional transportation
pl anni ng organizations in consultation wth local jurisdictions to
propose to add or exenpt urban growth areas;

(g) Listing of the affected areas of the programto be done every
four years as identified in subsection (5) of this section;

(h) Establishment of a <criteria and application process to
determ ne whether jurisdictions that voluntarily inplement commute trip
reduction are eligible for state funding;

(1) Quidelines and deadlines for creating and updating | ocal
commute trip reduction plans, including guidance to ensure consistency
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between the local comute trip reduction plan and the transportation
demand nanagenent strategies identified in the transportation el enent
in the | ocal conprehensive plan, as required by RCW 36. 70A. 070;

(j) Guidelines for creating and updating regional comute trip
reduction plans, including guidance to ensure the regional commute trip
reduction plan is consistent with and incorporated into transportation
demand managenent conponents in the regional transportation plan;

(k) Methods for regional transportation planning organizations to
evaluate and certify that designated growmh and transportation
efficiency center prograns neet the mninmum requirenents and are
eligible for funding;

(I') Guidelines for creating and updating growh and transportation
efficiency center prograns; and

(m Establishment of statew de program goals. The goals shall be
designed to achieve substantial reductions in the proportion of
si ngl e-occupant vehicle commute trips and the comute trip vehicle
mles traveled per enployee, at a level that is projected to inprove
the nobility of people and goods by increasing the efficiency of the
state highway system

(3) The board shall create a state commute trip reduction plan that
shal |l be updated every four years as discussed in subsection (5) of
this section. The state commute trip reduction plan shall include, but
is not limted to: (a) Statewide commute trip reduction program goals
that are designed to substantially inprove the nobility of people and
goods; (b) identification of strategies at the state and regional
| evel s to achieve the goals and recommendati ons for how transportation
demand managenent strategies can be targeted nost effectively to
support commute trip reduction program goals; (c) perfornmance neasures
for assessing the cost-effectiveness of conmmute trip reduction
strategies and the benefits for the state transportation system and
(d) a sustainable financial plan. The board shall review and approve
regional commute trip reduction plans, and work coll aboratively wth
regi onal transportation planning organizations in the establishnment of
the state commute trip reduction plan.

(4) The board shall work wth affected jurisdictions, nmgjor
enployers, public institutions, and other parties to develop and
inplement a public awareness canpaign designed to increase the
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ef fectiveness of local comute trip reduction prograns and support
achi evenment of the objectives identified in this chapter.

(5) The board shall evaluate and update the conmute trip reduction
program pl an and recommend changes to the rules every four years, with
the first assessnent report due July 1, 2011, to ensure that the | atest
data nethodology wused by the departnent of transportation 1is
incorporated into the programand to determ ne which areas of the state
should be affected by the program The board shall review the
definitions of a major enployer and public institution no later than
Decenber 1, 2009. The board shall regularly identify urban growth
areas that are projected to be affected by chapter 329, Laws of 2006 in
the next four-year period and may provi de advance planni ng support to
the potentially affected jurisdictions.

(6) The board shall review progress toward inplenenting conmute
trip reduction plans and prograns and the costs and benefits of comute
trip reduction plans and prograns and shall make recomendations to the
| egi sl ature and the governor by Decenber 1, 2009, and every two years
thereafter. In assessing the costs and benefits, the board shall
consider the costs of not having inplemented commute trip reduction

plans and prograns ((wth—the—assistance—of—the—transpoertation

NE 'a aaala a a a¥a a hor i a¥a nge a N a AA -A." The

board shall exam ne other transportation demand managenent prograns
nationally and incorporate its findings into its recommendations to the
| egi sl ature. The recommendations shall address the need for
continuation, nodification, or termnation or any or all requirenents
of this chapter.

(7) The board shall invite personnel wth appropriate expertise
from state, regional, and |ocal governnent, private, public, and
nonprofit providers of transportation services, representatives from
public institutions, and enployers or owners of nmjor worksites in
Washington to act as a technical advisory group. The techni cal
advi sory group shall advise the board on the inplenentation of |oca
and regional commute trip reduction plans and prograns, program
eval uati on, program funding allocations, and state rules and
gui del i nes.

Sec. 8. RCW 70. 94. 541 and 2006 ¢ 329 s 8 are each anended to read
as foll ows:
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(1) The departnent of transportation shall provide staff support to
the commute trip reduction board in carrying out the requirements of
RCW 70. 94. 537.

(2) The departnent of transportation shall provide technical
assi stance to regional transportation planning organi zati ons, counties,
cities, and towns, the department of general adm nistration, other
state agencies, and other enployers, as well as public institutions, in
devel opi ng and i npl ementing commute trip reduction plans and prograns
for enployees or students. The technical assistance shall include:
(a) Guidance in single nmeasurenent nethodol ogy and practice to be used
in determning progress in attaining plan goals; (b) devel opi ng nodel
plans and prograns appropriate to different situations; and (c)
providing consistent training and informational materials for the
i npl ementation of conmute trip reduction prograns. Model plans and
prograns, training, and informational nmaterials shall be developed in
cooperation with representatives of regional transportation planning
organi zations, |ocal governnents, transit agencies, ((anrd)) enployers,
and public institutions devel oping comuter prograns for students.

The | egislature hereby recognizes the state's crucial |eadership
role in establishing and inplenenting effective commute trip reduction
prograns. Therefore, it is the policy of the state that the departnent
of general admnistration and other state agencies, including
institutions  of hi gher educati on, shal | aggressively devel op
substantive prograns to reduce conmute trips by state enployees.
Further, it is the policy of the state that public institutions of
hi gher educati on develop commute trip reduction progranms not only for
their enployee's, but also their students. | npl enent ati on of these
prograns will reduce energy consunption, congestion in urban areas, and
air and water pollution associated with autonobile travel.
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Sec. 10. RCW 70.94.551 and 2006 c¢ 329 s 11 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

(1) The director of the departnent of general adm nistration may
coordi nate an interagency board for the purpose of devel opi ng policies
or guidelines that pronote consistency anong state agency conmute trip
reduction prograns required by RCW 70.94.527 and 70.94.531. The board
shal |l include representatives of the departnents of transportation,
ecol ogy, and community, trade, and econom c devel opnment and such ot her
departnents and interested groups as the director of the departnent of
general admnistration determnes to be necessary. Policies and
gui delines shall be applicable to all state agencies including but not
limted to policies and guidelines regarding parking and parking
charges, enployee and student incentives for commuting by other than
si ngl e-occupant autonobiles, flexible and alternative work schedul es,
alternative worksites, and the use of state-owned vehicles for car and
van pools and guaranteed rides honme. The policies and guidelines shal
al so consider the costs and benefits to state agencies of achieving
commute trip reductions and consider nechanisns for funding state
agency comrute trip reduction prograns.

(2) State agencies sharing a comon location in affected urban
growt h areas where the total nunber of state enpl oyees is one hundred
or nore shall, wth assistance from the departnent of genera
adm ni stration, develop and inplement a joint commute trip reduction
program The worksite shall be treated as specified in RCW 70. 94. 531
and 70.94. 534.

(3) The departnent of general admnistration shall review the
initial commute trip reduction program of each state agency subject to
the commute trip reduction plan for state agencies to determne if the
programis likely to neet the applicable commute trip reduction goals

and notify the agency of any deficiencies. If it is found that the
program is not likely to neet the applicable commute trip reduction
goals, the departnent of general admnistration will work with the

agency to nodify the program as necessary.

(4) Each state agency inplenenting a commute trip reduction plan
shall report at |east once per year to its agency director on the
performance of the agency's commute trip reduction programas part of
t he agency's qual ity managenent, accountability, and performance system
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as defined by RCW43.17.385. The reports shall assess the performance
of the program progress toward state goals established under RCW
70.94. 537, and recommendations for inproving the program

(5) The departnent of general admnistration shall review the
agency performance reports defined in subsection (4) of this section
and submt a biennial report for state agencies subject to this chapter
to the governor and incorporate the report in the comute trip
reduction board report to the legislature as directed in RCW
70.94.537(6) . The report shall include, but is not limted to, an
evaluation of the nobst recent neasurenent results, progress toward
state goals established under RCW 70.94.537, and recomendations for
inproving the performance of state agency comrute trip reduction
prograns. The information shall be reported in a form established by
the commute trip reduction board.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 11. A new section is added to chapter 70.94 RCW
to read as foll ows:

Each public institution of higher education nust maintain at |east
one full-tinme equivalent enployee for the purpose of managing the
public institution's commute trip reduction programto ensure that the
programis offered to students in addition to enployees, as required
under this chapter

NEW SECTION. Sec. 12. The sumof thirty-five thousand dollars, or
as much thereof as may be necessary, is appropriated for the fisca
year ending June 30, 2008, from the general fund to each public
institution of higher education, as defined in this act, for the
pur poses of section 11 of this act.
